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PERSONALITY  OF  THE  MONTH 


It  is  now  54  years  since  Harry  Plant 
trained  his  first  racehorse  at 
Townsville.  And  it  is  now  time  for 
him  to  retire  —  not  because  he  has 
reached  the  age  of  78  but  because  of 
injuries  received  in  a  car  accident. 

Now  only  three  souvenirs  remain 
to  remind  Harry  that  he  has  had  a 
glorious  career  on  the  turf. 

These  are  Bernborough’s  bridle, 
Harry’s  personal  riding  silks  pink  and 
black  vertical  stripes,  white  sleeves, 
pink  cap,  (issued  a  lifetime  ago  by 
the  QTC),  and  a  metal  plaque. 

His  record  included  three  Doomben 
Ten  Thousand  wins  with  Bernborough, 
Coniston  and  Highlea,  two  Golden 
Slippers  and  four  Doncasters. 

But  perhaps  his  happiest  memory  of 
all  will  be  of  a  day  at  the  Townsville 
show  in  1921.  That  was  the  day  when, 
with  Harry  in  the  saddle  of  Brown 
Loch,  he  established  the  world’s 
high  jump  record  of  8  ft.  which 
still  stands. 

The  world  record  of  7ft  1  Oin.  was 
then  held  in  America.  Harry  cleared 
7  ft.  10  ins. 

“Put  the  top  bar  on  top  of  the 
uprights,”  cried  Harry  bravely.  The 
bar  was  balanced  precariously  and 
Brown  Loch  went  over  it  first  try. 

No  one  at  the  1921  Townsville 
Show  dared  breathe  until  an  official 
surveyor  was  dug  up  to  certify  the 
height  which  proved  to  be  8ft. 
exactly,  and  a  new  world  record. 

A  citizen  in  Harry’s  home  town 
of  Charters  Towers  had  a  special 
metal  wall  plaque  made  to  honour 
Harry’s  might  as  a  highjumper,  and 
that  plaque  is  one  of  the  three 
mementoes  being  carried  into 
retirement. 

Harry’s  association  with  the  mighty 
Bernborough  who  won  15  races  straight 
in  11  months  for  him  was  in  Nat 
Gould  style.  Harry  was  at  the  Doomben 
Cup  meeting  in  1945  when  he  ran 
into  a  man  who  had  made  for  him 
20  years  before  the  first  two-horse 
float  to  be  manufactured  in 
Queensland. 

Harry  said  that  this  chap  was  a 
connection  of  a  controversial  but 
poorly  performed  horse  named 
Bernborough.  “He  asked  me  if,  as  a 
favour,  I  would  take  the  horse  by

train  to  Sydney  and  prepare  it  for 
sale  at  auction. 

“I  accepted  the  job  as  a  favour 
and  without  enthusiasm  because  the 
horse  was  a  cripple  —  gone  in  the 
shoulder,  everyone  said. 

“As  Bernborough  stepped 
awkwardly  off  the  train  at  Sydney,  I 
sensed  that  his  trouble  was  in  his 
feet  and  not  his  shoulder.  I  called  in 
a  top  blacksmith,  and  found  the  poor 
creature  had  deep  seated  corns  each 
side  of  the  frog  of  both  front  feet. 
We  cut  those  corns  out  to  the  blood 
and  applied  hot  irons.” 

Phar  Lap  had  been  famed  for  a 
stride  of  25ft.  After  his  foot  treatment 
Bernborough  was  striding  27ft.  and 
galloping  with  such  high  spirit  that  his 
four  feet  came  off  the  ground  together. 

Harry  quickly  realised  he  had  found 
a  wonder  horse  and  at  the  auction 
sale  set  out  to  buy  him. 

“There  were  only  two  of  us  left 
in  the  bidding,”  Harry  recalls,  “when 
one  of  my  clients  told  me  not  to  be  a 
fool  and  risk  my  money.  I  let  him 
take  over  the  bidding  and  Bernborough 
was  knocked  down  to  him.” 

The  winning  bid  was  $5,460,  and 
the  winning  bidder  A.O.  Romano. 
Trainer  was  Harry  Plant.  The  rest 
is  history. 

Harry  is  a  small  man  with  a  quiet 
voice.  As  a  youth  he  dreamed  of 


being  a  champion  jockey.  But  weight 
beat  him  just  when  he  was  establishing 
himself  as  one  of  the  top  riders  of 
North.  Queensland. 

Next  to  running  into  Bernborough, 
Harry  told  me  his  greatest  bit  of 
luck  was  meeting  the  celebrated  New 
Zealand  born  trainer  George  Price. 
Harry  had  moved  from  Townsville 
to  Brisbane  in  1928  where  he  did  well 
enough  as  a  trainer  until  1942  when 
he  moved  to  Melbourne. 

There  was  no  luck  for  him  in 
Melbourne  and,  after  persevering 
there  for  two  years  he  marched  off 
to  Sydney  in  1944.  George  Price 
asked  him  if  he  would  care  to  buy 
his  Randwick  stables  consisting  of 
24  boxes  and  an  exercise  ring.  It 
seemed  a  fair  enough  deal  and  Harry 
closed  on  it. 

Years  passed  and  it  gradually 
became  clear  that  those  stables  and 
the  exercise  ring  were  right  in  the 
middle  of  some  prime  high-rise 
development  land  in  Randwick. 

Six  years  ago  Harry  leased  other 
stables  from  the  AJC  and  sold  most 
of  his  own  property  to  developers. 
Now  where  the  great  Bernborough 
once  ate  hay  and  rolled  in  the  sand, 
blocks  of  home  units  rise  steeply. 

Harry  did  not  sell  all  his  land. 
He  kept  one  section  and  there  he 
built  a  home  which,  with  a  nice  touch 
of  loyalty  to  an  old  friend,  he  named 
“Bernborough  Lodge.”  An  impressive 
board  supported  by  decorative  iron¬ 
work  carries  the  name  of  the  house 
and  a  cut-out  of  the  horse’s  head. 

Now  Harry’s  only  motivation  is  to 
regain  his  good  health  and  live  with 
his  wonderful  memories.
